Victims ate asked for 
their social security number, 
birth date and sometimes 
even credit card numbers - 
everything the scammer 
needs to steal their identity. 
Sheriff Lasater would like 
to remind citizens to never 
give out any personal infor- 
mation over the phone.

On city budget matters, 
commissioner Paul Tim- 
mons would like the board 
of commissioners to look at 
the salaries of the city’s de- 
partment heads. He also 
stated that before overtime 
is approved for city work- 
ers, overtime requests 
should come before the 
commissioners. Further 
discussion will be held at a 
future meeting.

Theft of political signs on the rise

CHARLEVOIX 
COUNTY — As the elec- 
tion nears, Sheriff George 
T. Lasater of the Charlevoix 


County Sheriffs Office said 


political signs are being 
taken at an alarming rate. 
Lasater reported that 
supporters of presidential 
candidate Barack Obama 
called his office regarding 
the theft of Obama signs on 


July 8. Lasater said taking a 
political candidate’s sign is 
a criminal offense of larce- 
ny and also very disturbing 
to the candidate supporters. 
“The first sign was the 
Obama signs being either 
maliciously destroyed or 
just being stolen,” Lasater 
said. “This one was mainly 
on Highway C-56. We are 
trying to be proactive and if 
we find someone doing that 
we will charge them.” 
According to Lasater this 


type of problem happens 
almost every election; 
however he received a very 
unusual call this year.” 
“T had a call from some. 
people in Boyne City. This is 
a new twist. On one whole 
street, one of the opponents 
signs were removed and the 
other person that is' running 
for that position, their signs 
were placed where their op- 
ponent’s signs were,” Lasater 
explained. “They not only 
stole the one set of signs but 


they replaced it with their 
candidate. That’s a new 
twist.” 

Lasater believes most of 
the thefts happen early in 
the morning or late at night. 
He said the crimes are 
about average this election 
year aside from the Boyne 
City situation. 

The Sheriff’s Office will 
be offering a reward of 
$100 for any information 
on the theft of a political 
sign resulting in the appre- 


hension of the perpetrators. 

Information may be sub- 
mitted to Lasater by mail at 
1000 Grant St., Charlevoix, 
MI 49720, or by telephone 
at 231-547-4461. 

Lasater had one message 
for the perpetrators. 

“Tt’s against the law, if 
we find who’s responsible 
we will charge them.”

Although the city is compet- 
ing for funds with recreation

The Pan- 
try earns about a third of its 
income with the resale shop 
and the rest from dona- 
tions,” Bill Broadwick, a 
Member on the Board of Di- 
rectors said. “The volun- 
teers for both ministries 
come from area communi- 
ties and develop a deep

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Alcohol and drug 
related deaths 
on the decline 


A 2007 Drunk Driving Audit showed a 10-year low in alcohol and/ 
or drug related deaths. The audit, performed by the Michigan Office 
of Highway Safety Planning, revealed declines across the state in al- 
cohol and/or drug related crashes and deaths, injury crashes and im- 
paired driving arrests. 

Is this a sign of even better times to come? According to the audit, 
fatalities have dropped 13 percent from 440 in 2006 to 382 in 2007 
and alcohol and/or drug related traffic fatalities were at the lowest in 
over 10 years. While the numbers are encouraging, any death related 


to drunk driving is unacceptable. Hopefully the number of programs |. 


and general knowledge of driving a vehicle while impaired is helping 
the number of fatalities to decline, but more work still needs to be 
done. 

The number of injury crashes involving alcohol and/or drugs also 
declined last year, dropping to 4.5 percent from 5,455 in 2006 to 
5,207 in 2007. The Drunk Driving Audit, which is an annual report 
issued by the Michigan State Police Criminal Justice Information 
Center, said in a press release that the audit includes arrest activity by 
law enforcement agencies for each county as well as crash, injury and 
fatality information by county. It is a collaborative effort among the 
Michigan State Police, the Michigan Department of State and the 
Michigan Department of Transportation. 

One thing we can take from the report is the decline continues to 
dip over a 10-year period. It is a collaborative effort, not only on the 
part of police, but the community in general that this senseless act is 
not only irresponsible but affects so many people when a fatality oc- 
curs. Perhaps with the emphasis law enforcement agencies put on 
keeping drunk drivers off the road and the continued effort on the part 
of citizens to be responsible when drinking is finally starting to work. 

While it would be naive to ever think this problem will go away, a 
small but satisfying look at the report shows dips in deaths and arrests 
but the police also warn they will not let up in their efforts to keep the 
roads. safe. 

The fact does remain that crashes involving, drinking or drugs 
make up 35 percent of all fatal crashes and Colonel Peter C. Munoz, 
director of the Michigan State Police said strict enforcement will 
continue to be a focus for law enforcement. 

In 2007, 49,867 alcohol and drug related driving arrests were 
made, a drop of nearly 3,500 from 2006. Of those arrests, 47,267 re- 
sulted in convictions of operating while intoxicated or impaired driv- 
ing. This should be enough to scare drunk drivers off the road. 

The audit is available online at www.michigan.gov/msp. It takes a 
bit of navigating but once you find the report the numbers are very in- 
formative. Michigan has and will continue their efforts to keep cit- 
izens safe and the more information available for people to use the 
better the knowledge and information on drunk driving.

Role of the Family’ In a 
study conducted by the . 
University of Minnesota 
(2007) family factors were 
considered influential 
when addressing youth 
obesity, The study 
surveyed 1300 youth and 
measured the family 
variables, connectedness, 
mealtime environment, 
and weight comments. It 
was found that mealtime 
environment and weight 
comments played a role in 
youth obesity. Youth 
connected mealtime

Raechel Wright, Charlevoix County History 
Preservation Society Board:Member, will present 
a program on the “Park Avenue Prowl.”

Before 1906 
it was called Main Street, in anticipation of it be- 
coming the main business street in town, away 
from the muddy waterfront activities that took 
place on Bridge Street. Then Boulder Park was de- 
veloped, and our street acquired both a new name 
and a new character. 


It is still, in many ways, the center of old Char- , 


levoix. The oldest standing buildings in town are 
there. Many of the Earl Young houses are there. 
And the path to Michigan Beach, and the light- 
house, are there. If you take a look at an aerial 
map, you'll see that Park Avenue links Round 
Lake to Lake Michigan — a walk down Park is a 
walk from lake to lake.

A delicate 
balance 


Even though it’s only July, 
summer camps have already 
been held and some early 
work put in as teams lay the 
foundation for the start of of- 
ficial practice. 

Football starts much ear- 
lier in the pros, with the 
Washington Redskins open-. 
ing their training camp Sat- 
urday, July 19. 

Pre-season magazines al- 
teady line the shelves at the 
local newsstands, filled with 
previews and predictions. 

Everyone is already get- 
ting excited about football, 
and it’s barely the middle of 
July. 

But football season is just 
around the corner. 

It'll be here sooner than 
we think. 

Yes, there’s still time to 
telax and enjoy some time on 
the beach. 

This is summer, after all. 

Kids need to be allowed to 
just be kids, and not always 
thinking about sports and 
schoolwork. 

Still, a team can’t afford to 
fall behind the times. 

And the times today dic- 
tate that there are summer 
camps and seven-on-seven 
grills toipsspare high, school , 

otball teams for the com- 
ing season. 

Vince Lombardi, the late 
great Hall of Fame football 
coach of the Green Bay 
Packers, is often quoted as 


“saying “Winning isn’t every- 
thing. It’s the ONLY thing.” 


He also expected his play- 
ers to be in shape for the start 
of training camp. 

That meant the players 
were expected to be working 
out on their own in the off- 
season, especially condition- 
ing. 

But professional players 
are paid, and handsomely. 

High school football is 
clearly different. 

You're dealing with teen- 
agers, many of whom have 
summer jobs so they can 
help their families as well as 
pay for cars and gas. 

Few of them can afford to 
spend the money to attend 
individual camps where they 
can hone their games. 

And none should be ex-. 
pected to spend their entire 
summer practicing football, 
whether on their own or in 
groups. 

They need time to be 
young, and enjoy it. 

Coaches are also wary of 
potential burnout from 
scheduling too many 
summer scrimmages. - 

It’s a delicate balance that 
is hard to manage. 

Where some teams will 
play no more than 12 or 14 
games this summer, and con- 
sider that stretching it, others 
-- like Manistee -- have al- 
ready played 59. 

Fifty-nine games! In the 
summer. 

Sure, the games don’t 
count, and coaches claim 
they’re not concerned with 
winning. 

But any time you schedule 
59 games in the summer, it 
usually means winning is = 
point. 

It typically indicates that 
the team didn’t do as well as 
the coach anticipated the 
previous season, and he’s 
taking steps to remedy the 
situation by working his 
team hard in the summer. 

No wonder the Michigan 
High School Athletic Asso- 
ciation has stepped in and in- 
stituted a so-called “dead 
period” when the coaches 
aren’t permitted to have any 
contact with their players. 

Maybe it’s too late to 
bring the monster under con- 
trol.

BOYNE CITY — Getting kids 
thinking about football before 
they take off for the summer was 
the premise behind having a 
skills camp right after school let 
out in June.

Anyone is welcome to attend 
the camp, but it is geared toward 
the Ramblers’ style of offense. 

Boyne City was a senior-domi- 
nated team last year when it qual- 
ified for the state playoffs for the 
seventh straight year. 

Despite _heav 
‘lossés; the’ Raitiblers still expect 
to be strong again with a boat 
load of returning veterans to step 
in and fill those vacancies. 

“We’re replacing quite a few 
kids,” Hills said. “That’s always 
the case. But, we have quite a few 
kids with experience, and we 
have some kids that are going to 
have to fill some holes. 

“That’s the nature of (high 
school) football.” 

Which makes off-season work, 
especially in the weight room, vi- 
tally important. 

Boyne City has had that kind 
of commitment over the years, 
which is why it’s been so suc- 
cessful. 

“I know we have a good core 
of kids who have been working 
tremendously hard in the off-sea- 
son,” Hills said. - 

“Our weight program helps, 
and a lot of the kids make the ef- 
fort to get into our weight lifting 
class, and to the weight room this 
summer.

“So, hopefully the way the 
things have been done, they get a 
sense of how we operate, and 
what the expectations are, and 
they adopt those things.

Winning the necessary six 
games for automatic playoff 
qualification is going to be harder 
with the emergence of Elk Rap- 
ids as a viable league contender.

, y now, you've likely heard about the Little Traverse Bay Environmental Project. The 
# site now known as Bay Harbor and its neighboring public parks was once home to a 
lishestone quarry and cement plant that operated for almost 80 years. 


Beginning in 1993, the Bay Harbor Company, of which CMS Land Company was a principal | 
owner, started work to redevelop the brownfield site and help protect the bay from the : 
effects of the cement dust left behind. 


Today, final efforts in the clean-up project continue. Earlier this year, the U.S. Giviennene’ 
Brackioh groundwater Protection Agency and Michigan Department of Environmental Quality approved permits. °’ 
for CMS Land to install a deep injection well in Antrim County to dispose of the treated 
water from the project. Trucking the water to the well is not an ideal long-term solution and 
CMS Land intends to use the well for only as long as needed. CMS Land continues to work 
with the EPA and the MDEQ to identify a local disposal option for the water. 


We know the well and the project overall have raised questions. Below are answers to the 
questions we hear most often. ; 


©: Will the well be safe? 


A: Yes. After conducting an exhaustive review that lasted more thas a year, both the EPA 
and DEQ concluded the proposed well can operate safely and that the well won’t harm 
drinking water sources in the area or the Jordan River. In addition:. 


© The well will have numerous surface and below-ground safety features, and extensive 
monitoring and reporting requirements. 


¢ The well will go down more than 2,100 feet below the surface. The area aquifer iat 
supplies drinking and irrigation water ends at about 300 feet. 


¢ The geologic zone that will receive the treated water is proven for such uses, and there 
are two impermeable layers of rock between that zone and the local aquifer. 


e Additionally, the test drilling of the well must demonstrate that it can operate safely 
before the well can be put into operation. 


Deep injection wells have been widely used in the United States for more than 50 years: 
and have an excellent safety record. You can find out more about these wells by visiting: 
www.epa.gov/safewater/uic/wells_class1.html 


Q: Why was Antrim County selected as the site of this disposal well? 


A: Antrim County was selected because of its proven geology. Scientific research and well 
records were used to identify a location where the geology has been proven to be 
suitable for such a well. More than 100 oil and gas wells and three other disposal wells 
already are operating within two miles of the CMS Land well site. That demonstrates ° 
the area’s geology is suitable for such use. In fact, Antrim County is already home to, 
nearly 50 active brine disposal wells and there also have been more than a dozen new 
injection well permits issued in Antrim County since early. 2006. In. contrast, there are 
no such wells in Emmet County.
